Compares Italian Crops 
To Those In The U. S. 
EDGEWOOD. Feb 24 — Robert 
Belleville, 3d. who formerly as a 
_______________lieutenant colonel served in the 
I Inspector General’s Corps, spoke to 
and Middlebury J niemliers of Middletown Grange, 
Wednesday evening in the com­ 
munity house, here. He compared 
the ‘‘small, poor crops of Italy” 
with the crop wtalth of the United 
States. 
The wheat of Italy, he said, yield­ 
ed but u few bushels per acre, and 
compared to the waist-high stalks 
of crops in this country, their 14- 
inch high grain would look very 
poor. Fields, there, too, he added, 
are quite small, and the soil Is of 
extremely poor quality. 
Farming conditions, he revealed, 
are all similar to those of cen­ 
turies ago, with women sweating 
iii the fields, and two-wheel carts 
drawn by oxen. 
Mr. Belleville illustrated his talk 
with pictures he had taken in Italy 
during the last war. These included 
the tourist haven on the Isle of 
Capri. He spoke of the fishing 
fleets, which are drawn up on 
shore on Sundays for a day of feast. 
He also mentioned the weather 
w’hich, he said, brought heavy rains 
in the spring with clear conditions 
from April through October.
